Ice cream and hot dog 
sales must have been 
through the roof at the 
legislature grounds yester¬ 
day afternoon, thanks to 
Edmonton’s annual 4-20 
celebrations. 

For over two decades, 
like-minded pot smokers 
have gathered in the park 
below the provincial build¬ 
ing to enjoy a smoke and 
raise awareness about a 
drug that most people at 
the event consider to be 
harmless. 

“An Angus Reid poll said 
the majority of Canadians 
are in favour of legalization 


and decriminalization (of 
marijuana) but the govern¬ 
ment won’t put it on a bal¬ 
lot,” said Todd, a member of 
Edmonton 420 who didn’t 
want his last name used. 

“It’s safer than liquor 
and even normal tap water 
has killed more people 
than marijuana and yet 
marijuana has more re¬ 
strictions.” 

Thousands of people, 
mostly young high school 
and college-aged kids, sat 
in small circles and passed 
around joints, pipes and 
bongs, filling the air 
around the legislature with 
the scent of weed. 

Two provincial sheriffs 
kept their eyes on the 
peaceful gathering; one of

them said they didn’t antic¬ 
ipate prosecuting anyone, 
unless they saw someone 
consuming alcohol. 

“There’s no real harass¬ 
ment,” Todd said. “You get

start arresting them, 
what’s going to happen?” 

If someone were to be 
prosecuted for smoking 
marijuana, Todd suggested 


keeping quiet. 

“Don’t plead guilty, keep 
your mouth shut and 
there’s not a whole lot they 
can do,” he said. 

Ryjin Vander Hoelc took 
in the celebrations yester¬ 
day and helped out in the 
hot-dog tent. 

“It really instills a lot of 
confidence in members of 
the community because 
they see that we’re able to 
congregate and it doesn’t 
get crazy, it doesn’t get vio¬ 
lent, and most importantly, 
law enforcement leaves us 
alone,” Vander Hoelc said. 

“It creates a strong im¬ 
pact.” 

The 4-20 celebrations 
started at about noon and 
ran into the evening.

That’s the message that 
Alberta law enforcement 
agencies were trying to get 
across yesterday as they 
kicked off an awareness 
campaign demonstrating 
the consequences of speed¬ 
ing. 

RCMP, Alberta Sheriffs, 


Commercial Vehicle En¬ 
forcement, as well as Ed¬ 
monton and Calgary police 
services were on hand to 
deliver the message that 
sticking to the speed limit 
saves lives. 

“I believe that the excel¬ 
lent work of our enforce¬ 
ment partners is having an 
impact,” said Shaun Ham¬ 
mond, Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion assistant deputy min¬ 
ister. 


“Changing driver atti¬ 
tudes and behaviour is 
what this is all about. Our 
goal is to save lives and re¬ 
duce injuries and I think 
we’re on the right track.” 

Law enforcement agen¬ 
cies were out in full force 
throughout Alberta earlier 
this month to remind driv¬ 
ers to slow down and obey 
posted speed limits. 

Over three days they is¬ 
sued 4,281 speeding viola¬ 


tions and more than 1,200 
tickets for various other 
traffic safety violations. 

“This information ses¬ 
sion is important because 
it lets people know that 
we’re out there watching,” 
said Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ice acting Staff Sgt. Barry 
Maron. 

“Anytime you can give 
out 4,000 speeding tickets 
in three days, that says 
something. We need to 


slow down.” 

Police say one in four 
collisions involves speed¬ 
ing and motor vehicle col¬ 
lisions are the leading 
cause of death and injury 
among young Albertans. 

This initiative is part of 
Alberta’s Traffic Safety 
Plan that focuses on educa¬ 
tion, enforcement, com¬ 
munications, engineering, 
community engagement 
and legislation. 


Globalization changing the face of public health: U of A dean

education Issues like glob¬ 
alization and a general ag¬ 
ing of the population asks 
for graduates in the public 
health-care sector to be 
well-prepared for working 
in a more interconnected 
way. 

According to Dr. Sylvie 
Stachenlco, the dean of the 
School of Public Health at 
the University of Alberta, 
globalization is a key driv¬ 
er for public health in this 
century. 

“What we see is that 
health is becoming a hu¬ 
man rights issues, a securi¬ 
ty issue,” Stachenlco said 
during a presentation at 
the Coronation Plaza 
building yesterday 

“Public health is encom¬ 
passing a broader space 
moving beyond the local 
to the global and instru¬ 
ments of international law 
are becoming the way for¬ 
ward as we have to deal 


with other health issues of 
the global nature.” 

International trade and 
the centralization of the 
population in cities bring 
issues like a sedentary 
lifestyle and obesity and 
health care inequities be¬ 
tween the countries con¬ 
tinue to exist, Stachenlco 
said. She added new skills 
are needed to address 
these developments. 

“We need to start apply¬ 
ing a broader global as 
well as local mindset in 
terms of framing the pub¬ 
lic health issues. We need 
more of this cross-bound- 
ary learning, go into fields 
of trade, and economics 
and law, in areas that we 
were not delving very 
much in the past.” 

Students will receive ed¬ 
ucation in a variety of 
these sectors, as the School 
of Public Health will work 
with Canadian and inter¬ 
national partners to pro¬ 
mote a more complex 
learning through student 
exchange and internships.

Don’t abandon 
wetlands: Group 

oilsands Conservation 
groups say Alberta is back¬ 
ing away from a proposal 
to force energy companies 
to restore environmentally 
important wetlands 
ruined by oilsands and 
mining projects. 

The Sierra Club of Cana¬ 
da says a leaked draft of 
the government’s plan 
doesn’t include a “no-net- 
loss” approach 
recommended by the 
Alberta Water Council. 

Instead, the August 2009 
Alberta Environment draft 
calls for protecting “excep¬ 
tional” wetlands, but 
notes that the vast majori¬ 
ty in the oilsands region 
have a much lower value. 
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A new study says the num¬ 
ber of mixed-race couples 
has risen considerably in 
Canada. 

Numbers gleaned from 
the last census indicate 
there were 289,400 mixed 
unions in 2006, 33.1 per 
cent more than in 2001. 

“As Canada’s population 
becomes increasingly di¬ 
verse, there are more op¬ 
portunities for people to 
marry or form relation¬ 
ships with someone from a 
different ethno-cultural 
background,” Statistics 
Canada said in a release 
yesterday. 

“Mixed unions, includ¬ 
ing both married and com¬ 


mon-law couples, reflect 
one aspect of the diversity 
of families. 

“They vary according to 
characteristics such as gen¬ 
erational status of the 
spouses or partners, their 
birthplace and their partic¬ 
ular visible-minority 
group.” 

About 247,600 of the 
mixed-race couples were 
comprised of one member 
of a visible-minority group 
and someone who was not 
a visible minority, the 
agency said — 3.3 per cent 
of all couples. 

The remaining 41,800 
mixed unions consisted of 
couples belonging to dif-

• Overall, Japanese had the 
highest proportion marry¬ 
ing or forming partnerships 
outside of their visible-mi¬ 
nority group. About 75 per 
cent of the 29,700 couples 
in which at least one person 
was Japanese involved a 
pairing with a non-Japan¬ 
ese person.

Second Icelandic volcano may be primed for eruption 

For all the worldwide 
chaos that Iceland’s 
volcano has already creat¬ 
ed, it may just be the 
opening act. 

Scientists fear tremors at 
the Eyjafjallajokull volcano 
could trigger an even more 
dangerous eruption at the 
nearby Katla volcano — cre¬ 
ating a worst-case scenario 
for the airline industry and 
travellers around the globe. 

A Katla eruption would be 
10 times stronger and shoot 
higher and larger plumes of 
ash into the air than its 
smaller neighbour, which 
has already brought Euro¬ 
pean air travel to a standstill 
for five days and promises 
severe travel delays for days 
more. 

The two volcanos are side 
by side in southern Iceland, 
about 20 kilometres apart

— has been portrayed in 
novels, poems and in sever¬ 
al Mutiny on the Bounty 
films starring Hollywood 


luminaries such as Clark 
Gable, Marlon Brando, 
Charles Laughton and An¬ 
thony Hopkins. 

The new expedition is 
sailing in a seven-metre 
open deck boat, the 
Talislcer Bounty, which 
sports two small sails. The 
team expects to take seven 
weeks to cover the distance. 

Led by Australian Don 
McIntyre, the expedition in¬ 
cludes experienced Antarc¬ 
tic sailor David Bryce from 
Australia, Hong Kong busi¬ 
nessman David Wilkinson 
and 18-year-old Briton 
Christopher Wilde. 

McIntyre said the group 
is trying to get close to what 
Bligh encountered by tak¬ 
ing with them only what he

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Washington The U.S. 
Supreme Court struck 
down a law yesterday 
aimed at banning videos 
that show graphic violence 
against animals, saying it 
violates the right to free 
speech. The justices, vot¬ 
ing 8-1, threw out the 
criminal conviction of 
Robert Stevens, who was 
sentenced to three years in 
prison for videos he made 
about pit bull fights.

Bang goes the theory 
for online brain games 


People playing computer 
games to train their brains 
might as well be playing 
Super Mario, new research 
suggests. 

In a six-week study, ex¬ 
perts found ^ m 
people who 
played online 
games de¬ 
signed to im¬ 
prove their 
cognitive 
skills didn’t 
get any 

smarter. 

Re¬ 
searchers re¬ 
cruited par¬ 
ticipants from viewers of 
the BBC’s science show 
Bang Goes The Theory. 
More than 8,600 people 
aged 18 to 60 were asked 
to play online brain games 
designed by the re¬ 
searchers to improve their 
memory, reasoning and 
other skills for at least 10 
minutes per day, three 
times per week. 

They were compared to 
more than 2,700 people 
who didn’t play any brain 
games, but spent a similar 
amount of time surfing the 
Internet and answering

• Computer games available 
online and marketed by com¬ 
panies like Nintendo that 
supposedly enhance memo¬ 
ry, reasoning and other cog¬ 
nitive skills are played by mil¬ 
lions of people worldwide, 
though few studies have ex¬ 
amined if the games work. 


general knowledge ques¬ 
tions. All participants were 
given a sort of IQ test be¬ 
fore and after the experi¬ 
ment. 

Researchers said the peo¬ 
ple who did 
the brain 
training did¬ 
n’t do any 
better on the 
test after six 
weeks than 
people who 
had simply 
been on the 
Internet. 

The study 
was paid for 
by the BBC and published 
online yesterday by the 
journal Nature. 

“If you’re (playing these 
games) because they’re 
fun, that’s absolutely fine,” 
said Adrian Owen, assis¬ 
tant director of the Cogni¬ 
tion and Brain Sciences 
unit at Britain’s Medical 
Research Council, the 
study’s lead author. “But if 
you’re expecting (these 
games) to improve your IQ, 
our data suggests this isn’t 
the case,” he said during a 
press briefing yesterday.

Loonie’s big leap 

BoC spurs largest jump in months 


The loonie posted its 
biggest single-day gain in 
nine months yesterday fol¬ 
lowing a bullish economic 
forecast from Canada’s 
central bank. 

The Canadian dollar was 
up 1.58 cents at 100.12 
cents US after the Bank of 
Canada signalled it may 
raise rates very soon — a 
move that would likely in¬ 
crease international de¬ 
mand for Canadian bonds 
and dollars. Earlier, the 
loonie had gained as much 
as 1.76 cents to 100.30 
cents US. 

The central bank pro¬ 
jected that Canada’s econ¬ 
omy will grow a faster- 
than-expected 3.7 per cent 
this year, and inflation will 
also move higher. In its 
last forecast in January, the 
bank said the economy 
would grow 2.9 per cent in 
2010. 

Because of the strong 
economic outlook, the 
Bank of Canada said it was 
withdrawing its condition¬ 
al commitment to keep 
the key lending rate at its 
current record low of 0.25 
per cent until the end of 
June. That sets the stage

for a quarter-point or even 
a half-point hike on June 1. 

The Canadian dollar will 
remain strong as long as 
investors expect the bank 
to raise rates and tighten 
the money supply. But a 
high loonie could, in turn, 
force the bank to cut rates 
again later in the year, said 
Danielle Park of Venable 
Park Investment Counsel 
in Barrie, Ont. 

“They started to hike 
(rates) in ’02 and then had 
to backtrack because they 
realized the econo¬ 
my was not re¬ 
covering as 

strongly as 

they’d hoped,” 

Parle said. 

“And the spik¬ 
ing dollar really 
plays into that... they 
raise rates, that pushes up 
the currency, and that puts 
a drag on the expansion,” 
since a strong dollar hurts 


manufacturers and other 
businesses that sell their 
products south of the bor¬ 
der, she added. 

The Toronto stock mar¬ 
ket closed up 10.56 points 
at 12,113.53, giving up 
some of its earlier gains 
amid a weak gold sector. 

The gold sector fell 1.6 
per cent even as the June 
bullion contract added 
$3.40 to $1,139.20 US an 
ounce. Barriclc Gold Corp. 
lost 73 cents to $39.03. 

The Toronto energy sec¬ 
tor was the biggest gainer 
yesterday, adding 1.16 per 
cent as the June crude con¬ 
tract on the New York Mer¬ 
cantile Exchange crept up 
72 cents to $83.85 US a bar¬ 
rel.

The IMF said yesterday 
that its forecast for losses 
just for U.S. banks had 
dropped to $885 billion, 
down from an estimate of 
$1.03 trillion made in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The international lend¬ 
ing agency attributes the 
improvements in part to a 


faster-than-expected re¬ 
bound in the global econo¬ 
my. But the IMF warns that 
risks still remain, especial¬ 
ly in the area of govern¬ 
ment debt. A debt crisis in 
Greece is still 
roiling mar¬ 
kets and rais¬ 
ing concerns 
about huge 
debt burdens 
in other coun¬ 
tries includ¬ 
ing the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

“Risks to 
global finan¬ 
cial stability 
have eased as 
the economic recovery has 
gained steam,” the IMF 
said in a new report. 

The document is being 
issued in advance of the 
spring meetings of the IMF 
and World Bank and fi¬ 
nance officials from the 
Group of 20 major indus¬ 
trial and developing na¬ 
tions.

Goalie choice faces Habs

It's decision time for 
Montreal Canadiens 
coach Jacques Martin — 
should he start Jaroslav 
Halak or Carey Price in 
goal against the 
Washington Capitals? 

The debate is raging on 
radio call-in shows, Inter¬ 
net sites and no doubt on 
shop floors and around of¬ 
fice water coolers all over 
Montreal. 

But, as usual, Martin re¬ 
fuses to name his starting 
goalie until the day of the 
game, in this case, the per¬ 
haps pivotal Game 4 of the 
team’s NHL Eastern Con¬ 
ference series at the Bell 
Centre tonight. The Capi¬ 
tals lead the best-of-seven 
series 2 - 1 . 

“I’m confident we have 
two goaltenders who can 
do the job so, for me, it’s 
not a big decision,” he said 
yesterday. 

Halak took over the No. 
1 goaltender’s role in the 
final two months of the 
regular season and looked 
to have erased any doubts 
about his status with a 45- 
save effort in Montreal’s 
series opening 3-2 over¬ 
time win in Washington. 

He looked good again as 


the Canadiens jumped to a 
4-1 lead late in the second 
period of Game 2 , but then 
the roof fell in as the Capi¬ 
tals battled back for a 6-5 
overtime win. 


From the end of the sec¬ 
ond period in Game 2 to 
the 8:33 mark of the sec¬ 
ond period in Game 3, Ha¬ 
lak let in eight goals on 30 
shots, before he was re¬ 


placed with Price. 

The six-foot-three Price 
has a clear size advantage 
over the five-foot-11 Halak 
and feels that may be im¬ 
portant against a big 
Washington team that 
likes to crowd the net. 

“I’m a pretty big boy. I 
can handle myself and that 
could be an advantage for 
us,” he said. “If they’re still 
coming to the net and we 
don’t retaliate, we could 
draw penalties.” 

Halak supporters say the

His detractors say he ap¬ 
pears to be rattled, al¬ 
though he laughed at a ref¬ 
erence to Caps star Alex 
Ovechkin’s statement that 
his arm was shaking after 
he let in the goal in Game 
2 that started Washing¬ 
ton’s comeback. 

“I wasn’t nervous,” Ha¬ 
lak said.

Grad time tied to resources 


A new study from the U.S.-based National Bureau of Economic Research 
suggests that the increase in the length of time needed to complete a 
baccalaureate degree in recent decades is concentrated among students who 
enrol at less competitive 4-year institutions and at community colleges.

To earn now or learn for later?

The last few years have 
seen a decline in 
employment among young 
Canadians almost matched 
by a rise in enrolment in 
graduate school, according 
to Statistics Canada figures. 

The number of grad stu¬ 
dents rose by five percent¬ 
age points in the 2007/2008 
academic year and the em¬ 
ployment rate among Cana¬ 
dians aged 15 to 24 de¬ 
clined by 8.7 percentage 
points between 2008 and 
2009. 

David Ablett, a financial 
planner with Investors 
Group in Winnipeg, says 


people should weigh the in¬ 
vestment required for up¬ 
grading education against 
the likely benefits. 

“Grad school can offer ca¬ 
reer opportunity, personal 
growth, fulfillment and 
achievement. It can also 
leave you in considerable 
debt,” says Ablett. “When 
weighing the options, it’s 
best to understand the 
ways you’ll finance your de¬ 
cision.” 

He cites Stats Can figures 
for 2005 saying the average 
income for a person with a 
bachelors degree was 
$58,767. For a grad degree, 
that rose 18 per cent to 
$69,230. Over a 30-year 
working period, that would 
equal an earnings boost of 


about $313,890. An MBA 
costs about $50,000 on av¬ 
erage and an EMBA (execu¬ 
tive MBA) about $90,000. If 
a student had to borrow the 
entire cost, a debt of 
$50,000 would take 15 
years of $400-a-month pay¬ 
ments at five per cent inter¬ 
est to clear. 

Further education also 
takes you out of the work¬ 
force for a number of years, 
costing several years’ salary. 

“Investing in education 
can be lucrative, but it is a 
big financial commitment 
and the decision needs to 
be weighed along with oth¬ 
er life goals like owning a 
home, providing for a fami¬ 
ly and your retirement,” 
Ablett says. 


Would-be students in the 
workforce have advantages, 
he adds. They might have 
enough in savings to pay 
for all or part of their edu¬ 
cational upgrade, including 
money drawn from RRSPs 
via tax-free withdrawals 
with the life-long learning 
program. 

“You can take out up to 
$20,000 over a four-year pe¬ 
riod. Once you’ve finished 
your course of study, you’ve 
got ten years to make the 
repayments to your plan,” 
he says. 

Workers can also take ad¬ 
vantage of the tax-free sav¬ 
ings account introduced a 
couple of years ago to sock 
away savings for future 
studies.

Tribunals cause for employers concern

C anadian employ¬ 
ers have histori¬ 
cally taken an ig¬ 
norant view of 
human rights tri¬ 
bunals and their often ex¬ 
traordinary decisions. But 
that may be quickly chang¬ 
ing. Because of sweeping 
changes to human rights 
legislation and left-leaning 
adjudicators directed to in¬ 
terpret remedial legisla¬ 
tion, such as human rights 
laws, in a broad and inclu¬ 
sive manner, employers 
should be veiy concerned. 
Here are some of the rea¬ 
sons why. 

Broadcasting cases: 
when Jessica Maciel was 
fired from a hair salon af¬ 
ter disclosing she was preg¬ 
nant, the Ontario Human 
Rights Tribunal found her 
termination was due to her 
pregnancy. She was award¬ 
ed $35,000 for lost wages, 
benefits and “punitive” 
damages. 

The decision, while not 
novel, should give employ¬ 
ers pause for two reasons. 
First, the Human Rights Le¬ 
gal Support Centre, a gov¬ 
ernment-sponsored pro¬

casting the decision. Em¬ 
ployers rarely had to con¬ 
cern themselves with neg¬ 
ative public scrutiny aris¬ 
ing from seeing their 
names widely broadcast on 
the wrong side of a press 
release — until now. 

Second, the broad 
panoply of potential dam¬ 
age awards for human 
rights violations consider¬ 
ably increases the scope 
and unpredictability of hu¬ 
man rights litigation be¬ 
fore provincial tribunals. 
Despite having worked for 
only one day, Maciel was 
awarded damages with lit¬ 
tle or no relationship to 
her actual losses. It is no 
wonder so many employ¬ 
ees choose to claim dam¬ 
ages before provincial tri¬ 
bunals instead taking their 
chances in the courts. 

Cost awards: In civil 
court cases, the losing par¬ 
ty pays a component of the 
winner’s legal costs and 
cases cannot be summarily 


withdrawn without paying 
costs to the other side. 
Both rules deter frivolous 
or vexatious lawsuits from 
proceeding. But this is not 
so in the human rights 
regime, where employers 
must generally pay their 
own legal costs, no matter 
what the outcome. Em¬ 
ployers are forced to settle 
many unmeritorious cases 
simply to avoid escalating 
legal fees. 

Further, in Ontario, the 
aforementioned Legal Sup¬ 
port Centre often advances 
cases on behalf of employ¬ 
ees, without charging 
them a dime. Those 
claimants who can afford 
lawyers can opt to fire 
them and then qualify for 
free representation from 
the Centre. 


Assumed jurisdiction: 
The most ridiculous aspect 
of Canadian human rights 
laws is that the tribunals 
often assume their juris¬ 
diction to hear quasi-dis- 
criminatoiy matters before 
a hearing to determine 
whether that jurisdiction 
even exists. 

In B.C., the Tribunal is 
currently hearing the case 
of Lorna Pardy, a lesbian 
who accused a comedian 
of discriminating against 
her at a nightclub, before 
a hearing takes place es¬ 
tablishing the Tribunal’s 
jurisdiction. It appears 
the Tribunal has it back¬ 
wards.

Compact Versa shows class 


Nissan's

When it came to entry- 
level cars, there used to 
be only a couple that 
were really worth the 
money. 

The rest were playing 
off either their low price 
or buyers’ ignorance about 
just how nice a car you 
can get for very little mon¬ 
ey. 

In 2010, that ratio has 
virtually flipped, with an 
increasing number of hits 
and much fewer misses. 
And it seems like nearly 
every week there’s some 
other company trying to 
break in. 

Nissan has generally 
been on the “inside” with 
its small offerings, but this 
is especially true with its 
entry-level Versa. 

Although it hasn’t 
changed much in the 
three years since its 
launch, it remains an im¬ 
pressive lesson in packag¬ 
ing. 

Somehow, Nissan man¬ 
aged to carve out a rela¬ 
tively grand interior from 
a modestly sized body. The 
design is hit-or-miss, 
though. The five-door 
hatch is pert, if not pretty, 
but the four-door sedan is 
awkward and best forgot¬ 
ten.

Head-scratchers and showstoppers

he auto show “sea¬ 
son” is more or 
less over. It starts 
every fall, in either 
Paris or Frankfurt, 
and winds up in April in 
New York. 

In the intervening 
months we see major auto 
shows in places like Tokyo, 
Shanghai, Detroit, Montre¬ 
al, Chicago, Toronto, Gene¬ 
va, Vancouver, and this year 
even Flin Flon — though 
that was probably an acci¬ 
dent and not likely to be re¬ 
peated. 

So let’s take stock of 
some of the finer and/or 
more interesting debuts 
we saw this season, be¬ 
cause they could represent 
significant trends moving 
forward, and it’s never a 
bad idea to contemplate 
bright, shiny objects. 


Personal Transport Re-Think 

Of the “envelope push¬ 
ers” concepts brought to 
light this year, my faves 
were the Volkswagen LI 
and Nissan Land Glider. 
Both position the passenger 
directly behind the driver, 
like on a motorcycle. The LI 
is so named because its 
diesel-electric powertrain 
only needs 1 L of fuel to 
travel 100 kms. It looks like 
a big cigar, or worse. 

The Nissan Glider is an 
EV, but its most cunning at¬ 
tribute is that it can lean 
like a motorcycle (up to 17 
degrees), which should 
make it a blast (or at least 
interesting) to drive. 

Also of note in this cate¬ 
gory is the Honda 3R-C Con¬ 
cept, a fully enclosed single¬ 
seat, three-wheeled device 
running on battery power. 
It looks aggressively high- 
tech, I’m guessing, so 
maybe you don’t feel so vul¬ 
nerable in your smallness. 

Future High performance 

This is a really exciting 
category, as automakers are 
realizing that electric pow¬ 
er can simultaneously 
boost power and lower 


emissions. When you make 
stunning e-rides like the 
Audi e-Tron concepts, our 
conversion to electric 
propulsion will be done 
with little duress. 

One of the genuine sur¬ 
prises at the recent Geneva 
show was another car in 
this vein — the Porsche 918 
Spyder. This concept com¬ 
bines the 500-hp V8 from 
the RS prototype races with 
two electric motors, for an 


additional 218 horses. It can 
go 198 mph and get 78 mpg 
if you baby it. 

Significant high volume 

The 2012 Focus compact 
represents Ford’s first truly 
global platform — versions 
will be literally made and 
sold in every corner of the 
planet. A slick wagon/mini¬ 
van version called C-Max is 
particularly compelling. 
Aided by the equally new 


Fiesta, it should re-establish 
Ford as a small-vehicle pow¬ 
erhouse. 

The new Buiclc Regal is 
equally global; it's currently 
produced in China where 
it’s selling like hot cakes, 
and will soon be built in 
Canada. 

It’s based on platform 
that also underpins Open 
Insignia, Buiclc LaCrosse, 
and the upcoming Cadillac 
XTS. The Regal GS concept 


g unveiled in Detroit, with 
< all-wheel drive and a 255- 
| hp 2.0-litre turbo, tells us 
"j that Buiclc is (finally) seri- 
o ous about attracting 
° younger buyers. 

Significant head-scratchers 

At Detroit, sitting by it¬ 
self, with no display materi¬ 
al or fanfare was a Lancia 
Delta fitted with a Chrysler 
grille. Lancia is one of the 
brands owned by Chrysler’s 
parent company, Fiat. Not 
only did it seem odd, but al¬ 
so no one at Chrysler 
seemed interested in con¬ 
veying why it was there. 

Equally upsetting was the 
Aston Martin Cygnet — a 
very small and cheap Toy¬ 
ota id dressed in Aston 
Martin finery. 

The Cygnet would only 
be sold to current Aston 
Martin owners, presum¬ 
ably for them to drive on 
city errands and such, 
when piloting their regular 
Astons might be deemed 
overkill. Speaking of death, 
this column is done!

WHAT OWNERS LIKE: No sur¬ 
prises here. Owners tended 
to praise the 6’s styling, 
sporty handling manners, 
upbeat cabin and fuel 
mileage with the four-cylin¬ 
der engine. 

Mazda 6 wagon owners 
also like the lifestyle appeal 
of their machines when it 
comes to family trips or 
outdoor sports. 

WHAT OWNERS HATE: Com¬ 
plaints tend to centre 
around the 6’s smaller-than- 
average cabin and a large 
turning radius. 

Some owners of four- 
cylinder models wish for 
more power, and some 
owners of V6-powered mod¬ 
els wish for better mileage. 

COMMON ISSUES: Pay extra 
attention to the automatic 
transmission on any 6 
you’re considering that’s 
equipped with one. Any 
shuddering, hard shifting, 
slipping or other question¬ 
able sensations from the 
gearbox need to be identi¬ 
fied and addressed before 
agreeing to purchase. 

Owner reports are some¬ 
what inconclusive and spo¬ 
radic, but any of the above 
may be prelude to expen¬ 
sive transmission compo¬ 
nent troubles. 

Note that refilling the 
Mazda 6’s six-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox with im¬ 
proper fluid could cause 
damage. Stick with a man¬ 
ual-transmission model 
where possible, and if in 
doubt, take the used 6 
you’re considering to a local 
Mazda dealership for a pre¬ 
purchase inspection to 
make sure everything is 
working properly and in 
place.

It sounds like a vacation 
designed by kids — play¬ 
ing outside in the sun, 
with random farmyard an¬ 
imals to torment, 
swimming in lakes, sleep¬ 
ing under the stars and 
absolutely no baths. 

For a week. 

Which is weird because 
this is the Iron Age Village 
at Lejre, in Denmark — an 
experimental archaeology 
centre set in 100 breath- 
takingly beautiful acres. 

It’s basically the Stone 
Age, Iron Age, or Viking 
era here and you’re 
thrown into it with a pret¬ 
ty much sink or swim atti¬ 
tude. 

Lejre is a living museum 
and for a week you are ex¬ 
pected to wear the clothes, 
do the work and live the 
lifestyle of our 2000-year- 
old ancestors — often to 
the bemusement of other 
visiting Danish tourists. 

But don’t get bent out of 
shape, failing is part of the 
fun. 

And, after the initial cul¬ 
ture shock, the whole ex¬ 
perience makes your mod¬ 
ern family entertainment 
options seem impossibly 
tame in comparison. 

You will share your time 
with about 25 others as 
you walk on bare earth, 
sleep on sheepskins and 
bathe in the lake.

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Oceans come to life

Four years in the making 
with an unprecedented 
scale of production, 
Disney’s latest nature fea¬ 
ture Oceans is an extraor¬ 
dinary technical achieve¬ 
ment. 

Audiences are treated to 
remarkable images of un¬ 
dersea life that have never 
been seen before because 
the technology and re¬ 
sources to capture the 
footage didn’t exist. 

When the movie opens 
on Earth Day, cinema 
screens will be filled with 
stunning high-definition 
images of blue whales, dol¬ 
phins, sharks, and other 
oceanic favourites in a 
scope that will demand 
jaws to drop. 

It’s a cinematic experi¬ 


ence that has never quite 
been delivered before, just 
ask Rob Stewart a long¬ 
time Canadian underwater 
photographer and director 
of the Oscar-nominated 
documentary Sharkwater. 

“I honestly felt a lit¬ 
tle divided between 
jealousy and ex¬ 
citement about 
what was 

achieved,” Stewart 
told Metro. “They 
lived our (dream): To 
be able to spend as much 
time underwater as you 
want with the best camera 
technology in every ocean 
on the planet to delivery 
the majesty of this world 
to the public in a new 
way.” 

Stewart was able to 
spend time on the set of 
Oceans and admits to be¬ 
ing blown away by the 
scale of the production 


that co-directors Jacques 
Perrin and Jacques Cluza- 
ud (Winged Migration) had 
assembled. Stewart de¬ 
scribes the filming process 
as being “radically differ¬ 
ent” from anything he’d 
seen before. 

“The way I made a 
movie was with 
one camera, two 
assistants and me. 
They had between 
20 and 30 people on 
set with joystick cam¬ 
eras, remote control vehi¬ 
cles, and robots with cam¬ 
eras built into them. They 
basically took the best of 
the technology from the 
surface and make it avail¬ 
able underwater” revealed 
the director. 

“It was a totally different 
way of shooting and that’s 
why they got these images 
that are perfect, crisp, and 
beautiful.” 


Oceans might expand 
the possibilities of what 
can be done in this medi¬ 
um in the future, but it’s 
not simply a technical ex¬ 
ercise. The movie also 
sends a strong message 
about the importance of 
conservation, featuring 
some sobering satellite im¬ 
ages of pollution flooding 
into the oceans. 

“The satellite images 
show pollution run off 
from agriculture, fertiliz¬ 
ers, and nitrates have 
caused dead zones in the 
oceans. These are areas 
with no life whatsoever. 
There are over 400 dead 
zones in the oceans includ¬ 
ing one that takes up most 
of the Gulf of Mexico,” ex¬ 
plained Stewart. 

“That’s why the movie 
Oceans is so important. To 
the general public the 
oceans are out of sight and 


out of mind. They don’t 
know that 90 per cent of 
life on Earth lives in the 
oceans or that oceans give 
us 70 per cent of the oxy¬ 
gen in the air that we 
breathe. 

“So, to bring people the 
majesty of the life under¬ 
water is going to give them 
an appreciation for these 
animals and make them 
care about the fact that 
they are being destroyed.” 

It’s a strong and impor¬ 


tant message that will 
hopefully raise awareness 
for such environmental 
concerns. 

Audiences who see the 
film during the first week 
of release will actually 
help the cause as a portion 
of the proceeds will be do¬ 
nated to ocean conserva¬ 
tion. Just think, you can ac¬ 
tually help the environ¬ 
ment from the comfort of 
an air conditioned movie 
theater.

During a presentation to 
advertisers last week in 
New York City, CNN trotted 
out many of its big names: 
Anderson Cooper, John 
King, Sanjay Gupta, Candy 
Crowley, Nancy Grace and 
Wolf Blitzer, among them. 

Larry King, host of what 
is still one of the network’s 
top-rated shows, appeared 
only in a film clip that 
flashed by for a second or 
two. 

These are troubled times 
for Larry King Live as it ap¬ 
proaches its 25th anniver¬ 
sary in June. The show’s 
viewership for the first 
three months of the year 
dropped 44 per cent from 
2009, and it usually trails 
Fox News Channel’s Sean 
Hannity and MSNBC’s 
Rachel Maddow in the time 
slot. 

Once a pioneer, King now 
fights for relevancy. 

There was a time when 
such a thought would be 
heresy. 

“In the early days of the 
1980s and 1990s, that was 
the place to go to get inter¬ 
viewed,” television histori¬ 
an Tim Brooks said. “Any 
politician, including presi¬ 
dential candidates, had to

be on his show. That 
brought a lot of respect to 
CNN, and to cable as well.” 

King moderated a memo¬ 
rable 1993 debate between 
Ross Perot and Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Al Gore. He even tried 
to mediate peace in the 
Middle East, bringing Pales¬ 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat, 
King Hussein of Jordan and 
Israel’s Yitzhak Rabin to¬ 
gether on a show. His influ¬ 
ence was equally big with 
entertainers. A list of bold¬ 
faced names who had sat 
across the table from King 
would take in practically 
eveiyone in the entertain¬ 
ment business. 

In those days, Lany King 
was New Media. Today, en¬ 
tertainers have many op¬ 
tions, from visiting hip 
hosts such as Jon Stewart to 
maintaining their own 
Twitter feeds. King was nev¬ 
er a challenging interview¬ 
er, but now politicians can 
find downright friendly 


ones. 

It leaves King with pleas¬ 
ant but meandering chats 
with Willie Nelson, or the 
chance to talk to Martina 
Navratilova about her 
cancer treatment. 

On the day Conan 
O’Brien agreed to 
go to TBS, King 
brought three re¬ 
porters in to chat 
about it.

Some 
who know King suggested 
that’s a disconnected 
arrangement, and wonder 
whether he is getting the 
support he needs in book¬ 
ing and promotion.

Remove chicken from 
broth mixture. Set broth 


mixture aside. Cool chick¬ 
en; remove and discard 
bones.

2. Bring broth mixture to 
boil over high heat. Add 
noodles. Return to boil. 
Lower heat and simmer, 
covered, 6 minutes. 

3. Add chicken. In small 
bowl, whisk cold water 
and flour. Stir into chick¬ 
en mixture. Cook, stirring 
constantly, until mixture 
starts to thicken. Cook 
and stir 2 minutes more or 
until mixture is thickened. 
Serve over mashed 
potatoes.
